Meeting with the County Court of Scott County thi* 
morning, C. E. Felker. veteran county collector, offered to 
take care of existing differences as to the funds he Vas al­ 
leged to owe the county by making a cash payment of $10,« 
000 and placing $5,248.58 in escrow at the Bank of Sikeston 
to cover funds involved in a lawsuit the county collectors of 
Missouri now have pending. 
Speaking for the court, Presiding Judge Les Lankford 
accepted the offer and the necessary escrow agreement is to 
be drawn up immediately for Mr. Felker’s signature and 
those of the court. 
The proposal by Mr. Felker takes care of $15,284.58 cov- 
ering payments to political sub-divisions and excess fees for 
the years 1953, 1954 and 1955, but does not include the am­ 
ounts involved from 1947 to 1952, amounting to $3,956.80, 
which the state audit claimed the collector owed the county, 
j As to these years, when asked by Judge Lankford if he was 
j willing to include those years in his settlement also. Mr. 
Felker said he would wait un­ 
til after the settlement of the 
pending lawsuit. 
“I do not want any excep­ 
tions made in my case at all. 
I want to do what i s right 
and pay what I owe a n d ! 
think my record in office will 
show that I will do what is 
right/' 
The $15,284.58 involved in 
this combination settlement 
wa? arrived at as follows: 
The County Court claim s the 
following am ounts for the year» 
indicated are due and payable, 
especially the 1953 am ount as the 
Statute of lim itations would ap­ 
ply to that year at the end of 
this August:

Felker charges 
that the state failed to allow him 
proper commissions: in 1953, $1,- 
171.56; in 1954, $1,480.91, and in 
1955, $1,343.96. 
He was hesitant to m ake full 
and complete settlem ent of both 
political subdivisions and excos* 
fees because the latter are in­ 
volved in the lawsuit and, if paid, 
and the collectors win their suit, 
there would be little or no chance 
for him to get it back. 
The court m ade no objection to 
placing all the excess fees in es­ 
crow and asked for paym ent of 
all the subdivision funds. 
However, because p art of the 
utility commissions had been in­ 
cluded in the subdivision totals, 
Mr. Felker said that in view of 
the fact those commissions are al­ 
so involved in the lawsuit, he felt 
th at they should also be includ­ 
ed in the money placed in escrow, 
and objected to making a cash 
settlem ent of all the subdivision 
money with them included.

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Twenty-four thousand widows of veterans who died of 
service-connected causes before January 1, 1957, may lose 
money unless they apply for the higher death compensation 
payments by July 1, 1957. 
J. F. Kelley, manager of the St. Louis Veterans Adminis­ 
tration regional office, said approximately 80,000 widows 
already ha\e applied for the higher payments. 
Kelley said VA originally estimated that of all the 114,- 
000 widows receiving compensation for the service-connect­ 
ed deaths of their husbands before January 1, 1957, approx­ 
imately 104,000 were qualified to receive the higher pay­ 
ments. 
The 24,000 who have not applied as yet have until July 1 
to file application if they wish to receive the higher pay­ 
ments retroactive to January 1 under the Survivor Bene­ 
fits Act which became effective January 1. 
Most of the widows who apply after July 1 will find that 
the higher payments will become effective as of the day 
their applications are received, Kelley said. 
Those who apply for the new benefit but who would re­ 
ceive more under old laws will be advised by VA against the 
wrong choice of payment. 
Kelley said widow's who do not apply for the new benefit 
will continue to receive death compensation at the same 
rate as in the past, even though they may be eligible for the 
increased payments under the Survivor Benefits Act. 
Advice about applying for the new benefit is available at 
any VA office, Kelley said.

Tuberculosis is a public health 
problem. As a contagious disease, 
m easures for its control are a p a rt 
of the job of every com m unity's 
health departm ent. The care of 
patient? is a public responsibility 
and is paid for by taxes. Doctors 
are required 
by 
law to 
report 
cases they discover. 
F ederal, state, and local health 
officials, private physicians, and 
the voluntary tuberculosis associ­ 


ations have been cooperating for 
m any years in the fight against 
this disease. Yet in the final a n ­ 
alysis, the control of tuberculosis 
is a personal problem. This is the 
paradox of tuberculosis. 
If the disease could be p re v e n t­ 
ed by purely public health m eas­ 
ures such as spraying and d ra in ­ 
ing m arshes, the com pulsory iso­ 
lation or vaccination, the individ­ 
ual could pay his taxe- and for­ 
get about TB.

HELP SPEED UP HIGHWAY PROGRAM

Modern wonders in con­ 
struction will enable the N a­ 
tional Highway Building Pro­ 
gram to better accomplish its 
missions of reducing traffic 
congestion and providing safer 
travel. 
Precast concrete spans— a 
cost-saving development—will 
go into manv of the 304,600 
bridge structures required in 
the 13-year road program in­ 
cluding the 41.000-mile net­ 
work of super-highways. 
On just one highway in one 
stale (Illinois), there was a 
saving of $20.000 on each of 
200 bridges by using precast 
bridge members. 
The w ea­ 
ther-proof structures require 
a minimum of maintenance 
and no painting. 
Each of the spans in pre­ 
cast bridge sections is rein­ 
forced with steel cables and 
pretensioned. They function 
as the support between piers 
and as flooring. 
American- 
Marietta Company — one of 
the nation’s foremost sup­ 


pliers of construction m ate­ 
r ia ls — produces them in 
lengths up to 100 feet. 
While contractors’ crews are 
building forms and pouring 
concrete for piers, workers in 
American-Marletta’s 
p l a n t s 
are precasting the concrete 
span sections. 
They are trucked to the 
bridge site for placement as 
soon as upright supports are 
ready. 
Cranes swing them 
onto the piers, and they are 
interlocked 
in 
r e q u i r e d 
widths. 
D erricks are moved fo r­ 
w ard on the newly placed 
spans. Where a stream bed 
is shallow, a crane may be 
operated from there. 
Placing of one full span a 
day is norm al, though some 
installations

to be tom away later. 


Contractors save construc­ 
tion time, and motorists avoid 
detours

strength concrete, the bridge 
decks are manufactured un ­ 
der closely controlled facto* jr 
conditions. 
First 
step 
in 
American- 
M arietta’s 
process 
is 
the 
stringing of high tensile steel 
cables

pouring 
bed, 
form ed to the required diroen* 
sions. 
These cables are the 
unseen sinew s of the bridge. 
Tension of the cables after 
they are released increases 
the span strength by exerting 
pressure inw ard on the finish­ 
ed concrete. A favorite en gi­ 
neering com parison is a row 
of books. When pressed in­ 
ward at each end, the row 
becom es so strong it can be 
moved, for the books’ strength 
has been m ultiplied.

That's because Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Ben un is expected to try 
to plug a gap which not permits 
grower* to ¡shift from production 
of one set of crops to another. 
The secretary told a news con­ 
ference late yesterday that hi?

under which a farm er would have 
to reduce total plantings of his 
sml-depMmg crops to be eligible 
for soil bank payments. 
Under the program as it now 
stands, a farm er may retire land 
i from wheat, cotton, corn, rice and 
• tobacco and put other acres into 
other crops, including soybeans, 
j grain sorghums, flaxseed and th*» 
1 like and stifl get payments. 
This shifting threatens to move 
the burden of surpluses from one 
group of crops to another, he said. 
Much depends, however, on what 
Congress does about the soil bank. 
The House has voted to kill and 
the Senate to continue the major 
acreage reserve fpature of the pro­ 
gram. A conference committee of 
the two houses meets tomorrow 
in an effort to reach aggreement on 
! the m atter. 
Under the Benson plan, a farm- 
! er might consider it less attrac- 
| tive financially to sign a soil bank 
agreement next year if he is com-, 
pelled to restrict his total crop 
acreage. 
If Congress decides to continue 
the program another year—which 
most farm leaders expect it to do 
—Benson probably w’ill announce 
the new restrictions within a few 
weeks. Time is pressing because 
winter wheat farmers plant their 
crop in the late summer and early ;

Meeting with the County Court of Scott County this 
morning, C. E. Felker, veteran county collector, offered to 
take care of existing differences as to the funds he \vas al­ 
leged to owe the county by making a cash payment of $10,- 
000 and placing $5,248.58 in escrow at the Bank of Sikeston 
to cover funds involved in a lawsuit the county collectors of 
Missouri now have pending. 
Speaking for the court, Presiding Tjudge Les Lankford 
accepted the offer and the necessary escrow agreement is to 
be drawn up immediately for Mr. Felker’s signature and 
those of the court. 
The proposal by Mr. Felker takes care of $15,284.58 cov- 
| ering payments to political sub-divisions and excess fees for 
the years 1958, 1954 and 1955, but does not include the am­ 
ounts involved from 1947 to 1952. amounting to $3,956.80, 
which the state audit claimed the collector owed the county. 
As to these years, when asked by Judge Lankford if he was 
■ willing to include those years in his settlement also. Mr. 
Felker said he would wait un­ 
til after the settlement of the 
pending lawsuit. 
“I do not want any excep­ 
tions made in my case at all. 
I want to do what i s right 
and pay what I owe a n d ! 
think my record in office will 
show that I will do what is 
right.”

As a contagious disease, 
measures for its control are a part 
of the job of every community's 
health department. The care oi 
patients is a public responsibility 
and is paid for by taxes. Doctors 
are required

law to report

Federal, state, and local health 
officials, private physicians, and 
the voluntary tuberculosis associ­ 


ations have been cooperating for 
many years in the fight against 
this disease. Yet in the final an­ 
alysis, the control of tuberculosis 
is a personal problem.
